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School 
District 
looks  to 
audit  for 
answers

Cheryl  Gaston,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  one  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School 
District’s  most  troubled  depart¬ 
ments  -  the  facilities  department 
-  plans  to  leave  her  post  after  the 
completion  of  a  pending  fraud 
audit. 

A  host  of  problems  and  dis¬ 
crepancies  have  surfaced  at  the 
school  district's  facilities  depart¬ 
ment,  including  varying  cost  esti¬ 
mates  for  various  school  projects, 
escalating  expenditures  of  $14.3 
million  in  bond  funds  the  district 
did  not  have  and  suspected  fraud 
for  "bid  splitting."  These  are 
some  of  the  issues  the  upcoming 
fraud  audit  will  investigate. 

Gaston,  executive  director  at 
the  Department  of  Facilities 
Development  and  Management, 
recently  confirmed  she  is  leaving 
her  position  after  an  extensive 
audit  of  the  troubled  department 
is  completed  in  about  two 
months.  Gaston  was  promoted  to 
the  top  spot  in  March  2000,  and 
has  been  with  the  department 
since  1993. 

“I  have  an  ailing  mother  in 
San  Diego.  It  was  just  good  tim¬ 
ing,”  Gaston  said. 

The  facilities  department  has 
been  at  the  center  of  an  ongoing 
criminal  investigation  since  early 
September  when  the  SF  Unified 
School  District's  Superintendent 
Arlene  Ackerman  asked  the  city 
attorney’s  office  to  look  into  alle¬ 
gations  of  wrongdoing  that  arose 
following  an  independent  state 
audit  last  spring. 

A  115-page  state  report  re¬ 
leased  in  April  suggested  the  de¬ 
partment  may  have  shown  fa¬ 
voritism  in  awarding  contracts, 
improperly  employed  consultants 
instead  of  permanent  staff,  split 
bids  on  public  projects  to  avoid 
the  competitive  bidding  process 
and  misspent  school  bond  mon¬ 
ey. 

The  report  was  also  critical  of 
the  district  for  not  exercising 
more  control  over  the  depart¬ 
ment’s  spending  practices.  The 
facilities  department  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  maintaining  school  dis¬ 
trict  buildings,  new  construction 
projects  and  telecommunications 
and  it  has  control  over  millions 
of  dollars  of  state  and  local 
funds. 

Dan  Kelley,  a  member  of  the 
school  board  and  a  frequent  critic 
of  the  school  district’s  fiscal  poli¬ 
cies,  said  former  Superintendent

Dangerous  District  intersection  to  get  light

The  process  of  getting  a  long- 
awaited  traffic  light  at  the  inter¬ 
section  of  22nd  Avenue  and 
Fulton  Street  has  started  thanks 
to  the  efforts  of  dedicated  resi¬ 
dents  working  with  politicians 
and  local  organizations. 

Nicknamed  the  “Fulton 
Freeway,”  the  stretch  of  Fulton 
Street  between  25th  Avenue  and 
18th  Avenue,  where  traffic  lights 
are  located,  is  dangerous  because 
of  the  number  of  vehicles  travel¬ 
ing  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  be¬ 
tween  the  two  lights. 

“I  really  fear  for  the  mothers 
of  children  and  senior  citizens 
who  try  to  cross,”  long-time 
Fulton  Street  resident  Pat 
Swendson  said. 

Swendson  has  been  writing 
and  calling  the  SF  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  for  nearly 
seven  years  about  the  intersection 
near.her  house  at  Fulton  Street 
and  22nd  Avenue.  Recently,  there 
have  been  a  number  of  accidents 
at  the  location,  including  one  in¬ 
cident  where  a  pedestrian  was 
killed  after  being  hit  by  a  vehicle. 
The  man  was  thrown  into  the 
westbound  lanes  of  Fulton  Street 
where  he  was  hit  by  a  second,  ve¬ 
hicle. 

“I  kept  a  blanket  by  my  door 
for  a  long  time  to  cover  the  in¬ 
jured  while  waiting  for  the  am¬ 
bulance  to  come,”  Swendson 
said. 

The  neighbors  in  the  area  be¬ 
gan  to  mobilize  when  they  turned 
to  the  Star  of  the  Sea  Church  for 


assistance.  The  church  is  a  part 
of  the  San  Francisco  Organizing 
Project  (SFOP),  a  coalition  of 
about  40  churches  citywide. 

The  project’s  organizing 
agent.  Bob  Untiedt,  set  up  meet¬ 
ings  between  residents,  traffic  en¬ 
gineers  and  other  city  representa¬ 
tives.  Together,  they  worked  with 
Richmond  District  Police  Station 
Capt.  Edgar  Springer  and  SF 
Supervisor  Michael  Yaki. 

In  June  2000,  about  120  peo¬ 
ple  met  with  Yaki  to  help  push 
for  the  installment  of  a  traffic  sig¬ 
nal.  The  entire  project,  including 
underground  electric  work  and

In  a  special  election  held  Dec.  12,  2000 
to  determine  the  outcome  of  the  city’s  dis¬ 
trict  election  for  city  supervisors,  about  35 
percent  of  the  district's  35,000  voters  went 
to  the  polls. 

The  winner  in  District  I,  which  is  com¬ 
posed  of  the  inner  and  outer  Richmond 
District,  was  Jake  McGoldrick.  The  politi¬ 
cal  newcomer  defeated  incumbent  Michael 


Yaki  in  the  city's  first  election  by  district  in 
more  than  20  years.  Although  Yaki  had  the 
most  absentee  votes,  McGoldrick  pulled 
ahead  with  more  votes  on  election  day.

Tired  of  waiting  for  the  school 
district  to  act  on  an  earlier 
promise  to  support  an  expanded 
program,  50  frustrated  supporters 
of  the  Urban  Pioneer 
Experiential  Academy  renewed 
their  request  for  special  charter 
status  at  a  recent  school  board 
meeting  held  at  Roosevelt 
Middle  School.

work  something  out.  We  waited 
and  nothing  really  happened  and 
that’s  why  we  reapplied  for  char¬ 
ter  status,”  said  Wayne 
McDonald,  director  of  the  Urban 
Pioneer  program,  a  course  that 
helps  students  learn  in  real-life 
situations.  The  program  is  cur¬ 
rently  based  at  McAteer  High 
School. 

Tired  of  waiting  for  the  school 
district  to  act  on  its  promise  to 
find  ways  to  expand  the  success¬ 
ful  26-year-old  program  within 
the  school  district,  McDonald 
and  other  supporters  said  they 
had  no  alternative  but  to  reapply 
for  charter  status. 

‘‘We  have  many  other  non-tra- 
ditional  high  schools  in  San 
Francisco,  but  we  don’t  have  a 
single  experiential  high  school. 
There  are  many  ways  to  reach  a 
child,”  McDonald  said. 

After  listening  to  testimony 
from  students  and  other  support¬ 
ers  Dec.  2,  school  board  member 
Jill  Wynns,  a  frequent  critic  of 
the  school  district’s  sloppy  ac¬ 
counting  practices,  chastised  the 
staff  for  failing  to  do  the  neces¬ 
sary  work  to  move  the  project 
forward,  including  an  analysis  of 
the  impact  a  new  charter  high 
school  would  have  on  the  school 
district’s  budget. 


”1  could  not  be  more  disap¬ 
pointed  in  the  staff  work  that  has 
been  done  in  response  to  this 
program,”  Wynns  said. 

While  Wynns  made  it  clear 
she  is  a  fan  of  the  program  and 
would  vote  to  grant  the  school  a 
charter,  she  drew  a  line  when  it 
came  to  providing  district  facili¬ 
ties. 

“I  will  support  this  charter, 
but  I  will  not  support  giving  a 
building  to  this  school,”  Wynns 
said. 

Another  board  member,  Dan 
Kelley,  said  he  had  “great  hesita¬ 
tions”  about  the  financial  and 
academic  viability  of  the  school 
to  survive  on  its  own  as  a  charter 
school. 

In  the  past,  McDonald  has 
balked  at  suggestions  from  the 
school  district  that  the  program 
serve  only  students  in  county 
programs  that  have  been  re¬ 
moved  from  the  school  system. 

According  to  McDonald,  the 
program  has  traditionally  served 
a  variety  of  students  and  the  mix 
is  part  of  its  success. 

School  board  President  Mary 
Hernandez,  a  strong  supporter  of 
keeping  the  program  within  the 
district,  urged  Urban  Pioneer  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  work  with 
Superintendent  Arlene  Ackerman 


to  see  if  a  way  can  be  found  to 
keep  the  program  within  the 
school  district. 

”If  you  decide  to  go  charter, 
you  have  the  board’s  support,  but 
I  would  like  the  opportunity  to 
explore  the  options  for  resolu¬ 
tions,”  Ackerman  said. 

Taking  up  another  agenda 
item,  the  school  board  voted 
unanimously  to  give  Ackerman 
the  authority  to  sign  off  on  a 
long-standing  legal  dispute  be¬ 
tween  local  school  districts  and 
the  state  of  California. 

The  lawsuit,  which  has  been 
lingering  in  the  courts  for  several 
years,  was  brought  by  Riverside 
and  Long  Beach  school  districts 
against  the  state  of  California  for 


failing  to  adequately  fund  eight 
components  of  the  state’s  special 
education  programs. 

Under  terms  of  the  $620  mil¬ 
lion  statewide  settlement,  the 
SFUSD  will  receive  a  reimburse¬ 
ment  of  $45.25  per  average  daily 
attendance  for  special  education 
students  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  and  $4.55  per  average  atten¬ 
dance  for  the  next  1 0  years. 

In  another  order  of  business, 
the  board  also  voted  unanimous¬ 
ly  to  approve  a  motion  certifying 
that  the  school  district  is  in  a  po¬ 
sition  to  meet  its  financial  obliga¬ 
tions  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
"and  the  next  two  fiscal  years.  The 
certification  is  a  state  require¬ 
ment.

A  69-nine-year-old  Richmond 
District  man  who  was  putting 
money  into  a  parking  meter  near 
Clement  Street  was  approached 
by  the  suspect,  who  said  he  had  a 
large  sum  of  money  that  had  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor. 

The  suspect  said  he  had  just 
inherited  $140,000  and  that 
priests  in  his  native  land  of  South 
Africa  told  him  he  had  to  donate 
it  to  the  poor  in  the  United 
States.  The  suspect  asked  the 
man  if  he  knew  of  any  potential 
locations  for  a  donation. 

The  victim  said  he  knew  of  a 
church  at  Geary’ Boulevard  and 
23rd  Avenue  that  could  use  the 
money  for  charitable  causes  and 
off  the  two  went  to  the  location. 
When  they  arrived,  another  man 
happened  by  and  joined  in  the 
conversation. 

The  original  suspect  told  the 
two  men,  the  intended  victim  and 
the  second  suspect,  that  he  only 
had  several  hours  to  catch  a  flight 
back  to  Africa  and  that  he  would 
give  them  each  $70,000,  with 
$60,000  of  that  money  going  to 
charity  and  $10,000  going  to 
each  of  them  for  making  the  do¬ 
nations. 

But  both  men  would  have  to 


make  a  show  of  good  faith  by 
producing  some  money  of  their 
own.  The  three  men  first  drove  to 
a  site  where  the  second  suspect 
said  he  lived  and  waited  in  the 
car  as  the  man  disappeared. 
When  he  returned,  he  showed  the 
original  suspect  $12,000  and  a 
Rolex  watch,  which  the  suspect 
inspected  and  returned  with  the 
reported  $70,000  extra. 

The  victim  was  next.  The  two 
suspects  drove  with  the  victim  to 
a  local  bank  where  the  victim 
withdrew  $15,000.  The  suspect 
put  the  victim’s  money  in  a  hand¬ 
kerchief  with  the  other  reported 
$70,000  and  threw  the  bundle  in 
the  trunk  of  the  victim’s  vehicle. 
When  the  second  suspect  tried. to 
approach  the  trunk'  the "yuriim 
blocked  his  path.  Unable  to  make 
a  switch  for  g  roll  of  fake  money, 
the  second  suspect  disappeared 
and  was  not  seen  by  the  victim 
again. 

Meanwhile,  the  original  sus¬ 
pect  picked  up  the  handkerchief 
with  the  money  and  put  it  in  his 
pocket.

School  District's  financial  woes

Bill  Rojas  and  Tim  Tronson,  a 
former  $l,000-a-day  consultant 
at  the  department,  may  have  ma¬ 
nipulated  funds  for  their  own 
purposes. 

“Tronson  and  Rojas  would 
move  money  at  their  own  whim. 
They  just  lied  and  the  school 
board  just  accepted  the  lying,” 
Kelley  said. 

Since  her  promotion  to  execu¬ 
tive  director,  Gaston  has  signed 
off  on  millions  of  dollars  of  con¬ 
tracts  that  are  now  at  the  center 
of  a  fraud  investigation. 

In  a  recent  interview,  Gaston 
denied  that  anyone  at  the  depart¬ 
ment  engaged  in  bid  splitting  - 
an  illegal  practice  of  separating  a 
project  into  smaller  parts  for  the 
purpose  of  evading  the  competi¬ 
tive  bidding  process  -  and  said 
she  is  confident  the  audit  will 
vindicate  the  department. 

“I  have  examined  all  the  con¬ 
tracts  that  the  state  auditors 
looked  at  and  I  don’t  believe 
fraud  was  committed,”  Gaston 
said. 

Gaston  also  took  issue  with 
the  report’s  suggestion  that  the 
department’s  current  practice  of 
writing  its  own  contracts  and 
purchase  orders  was  a  conflict  of 
interest  and  should  be  discontin¬ 
ued. 

Although  Gaston  admits  that 
the  district  will  probably  change 
the  current  practice  after  the  au¬ 
dit,  she  was  quick  to  point  out 
that  other  school  districts  are  or¬ 
ganized  in  the  same  way.  Indeed, 
Gaston  stressed  the  merits  of 
having  decisions  made  by  people 
familiar  with  the  needs  of  the  fa¬ 
cilities  department. 

“I  have  seen  it  done  both  ways 
in  school  districts,”  Gaston  said. 
“My  edheems  are  that  things  get 
done  in  a  timely  manner  and  that 
takes  knowledgeable  people  in 
facilities.” 

Gaston  said  she  was  proud  of 
the  projects  the  department  has 
completed  on  time,  within  budget 
and  under  circumstances  she 
called  “difficult.” 

“The  facilities  department  has 
accomplished  a  lot.  If  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  a  problem  it’s  trying  to 
do  too  much  with  too  little,” 
Gaston  said.  “We  have  150 
schools  and  50  percent  of  them 
are  in  old,  multi-story  buildings.” 

She  pointed  to  Jean  Parker 
Elementary  School  as  an  exam¬ 
ple  of  one  the  department’s  suc¬ 
cesses.  According  to  Gaston,  the 
bidding  opened  in  1993  and  the 
46,000-square-foot  building  was 
opened  in  the  spring  of  1996  on 
time.  Gaston  called  Parker  an 
“expensive  school”  and  put  the 
price  tag  at  just  “under  $10  mil¬ 
lion.” 

However,  according  to  school 
district  records,  the  total  cost  for 
the  school,  including  cost  over¬ 
runs  and  additional  construction 
costs,  is  about  $13.5  million. 

Price  Tag  at  Parkside 
Drops  by  $3.3  Million 
After  1997  Election 

Documents  obtained  through 
a  recent  freedom  of  information 
request  are  raising  new  questions 
about  the  facilities  department’s 
accounting  practices  and  its  abili¬ 
ty  to  manage  large  construction 
projects. 

According  to  documents  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  facilities  department 
for  a  $90  million  school  bond 
initiative  approved  by  voters  in 
November  1997,  $11  million  was 
earmarked  for  rebuilding  the 
Parkside  Elementary  School  with 
a  new  child  care  center. 

However,  by  April  of  1998, 
the  facilities  department’s  Master 


Schedule  budgeted  the  same  con¬ 
struction  project  at  $7.7  million. 

When  asked  to  explain  how  a 
$3.3  million  drop  in  construction 
costs  could  occur  in  a  matter  of 
months,  Gaston  responded  “I 
cannot  explain  it  -  it’s  not  realis¬ 
tic.” 

Parkside  Elementary  School 
first  became  a  thorn  in  the  school 
district’s  side  last  summer  when 
a  group  of  vocal  neighbors  suc¬ 
cessfully  fought  off  a  proposal  by 
the  school  board  to  build  43  units 
of  subsidized  teacher  housing  on 
the  playground  at  the  school. 

Neighbors  who  worked  with 
an  architect  hired  by  the  school 
district  to  design  the  project  said 
they  were  stunned  to  learn  of  the 
housing  plan  in  the  Wall  Street 
Journal. 

A  second  skirmish  came  when 
Gaston  canceled  plans  for  the 
child  care  center  because  of  soar¬ 
ing  construction  costs. 

Angry  neighbors  say  they 
have  been  given  so  many  con¬ 
flicting  estimates  for  the  project 
they  don’t  know  what  to  believe. 

In  an  April  1999  letter  to 
Supervisor  Leland  Yee,  Lucian 
Blazej,  then  executive  director  of 
the  facilities  department,  said  the 
price  tag  on  the  project  could 
reach  $17.5  million.  Blazej 
blamed  state-mandated  class¬ 
room  size  reduction  and  inflation 
for  the  skyrocketing  costs. 

Last  fall,  Gaston  put  the  price 
tag  for  the  Parkside  project  at 
$16  million,  blaming  soaring 
construction  costs. 

“We  have  yet  to  see  any  back¬ 
up  documentation  for  those  con¬ 
struction  costs.  It  looks  like  they 
are  pulling  these  figures  out  of 
thin  air,”  said  Nancy  Wuerfel,  a 
spokesperson  for  Parkside  4 
Kids,  a  neighborhood  organiza- 
tiori  that  helped  successfully  fight 
off  the  teacher  housing  project  at 
Parkside. 

“Misspent”  School 
Bond  Money  Grows  to 
$14.3  Million 

The  $10  million  that  school 
district  officials  identified  last 
month  as  being  “misspent”  by 
the  facilities  department  has 
grown  to  $14.3  million. 

Cathy  Vogel,  chief  financial 
officer  for  the  school  district, 
now  says  that  as  much  as  $14.3 
million  was  erroneously  identi¬ 
fied  as  school  bond  funds  and 
spent  by  the  facilities  depart¬ 
ment. 

According  to  Vogel,  the  de¬ 
partment  took  funds  from  other 
sources  from  1997  to  1999,  while 
Proposition  A  school  bond  funds 
were  tied  up  in  litigation  con¬ 
cerning  the  49ers  stadium  propo¬ 
sition,  and  spent  them  on  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  projects.  The  department 
then  accounted  for  the  funds  on 
their  books  as  coming  from 
“Proposition  A”  before  the  bonds 
were  issued  or  the  court  case 
concluded. 

Last  month,  the  school  board 
appropriated  $377,000  for  out¬ 
side  auditors  to  conduct  a  special 
audit  of  the  facilities  department. 
The  district  attorney  and  city  at¬ 
torney  have  been  working  on  the 
audit  for  the  past  several  months 
and  will  join  in  the  larger  audit. 

According  to  Vogel,  the  audit 
will  determine  which  funds  the 
facilities  department  spent  and 
whether  or  not  the  money  needs 
to  be  returned.  Additionally,  the 
audit  will  determine  whether  the 
money  was  spent  appropriately 
and  if  criminal  charges  should  be 
brought. 

A  review  of  a  small  portion  of 
hundreds  of  contracts  awarded 
by  the  facilities  department 
found  that  thousands  of  dollars 


identified  as  Proposition  A 
school  bond  funds  were  spent  to 
move  administrators  into  a  new 
corporate  headquarters  at  555 
Franklin  St. 

In  one  case,  top  management 
at  the  facilities  department 
signed  off  on  a  contract  that  paid 
a  moving  management  firm 
$89,400  of  school  bond  money  to 
help  with  the  relocation.  Invoices 
submitted  by  the  firm  showed 
that  the  department  approved 
hourly  rates  as  high  as  $60. 

Another  independent  contrac¬ 
tor,  Patrick  Walter,  was  awarded 
a  contract  of  $70,000  by  the  fa¬ 
cilities  department  to  move  addi¬ 
tional  staff  in  April.  The  money 
was  also  identified  as  school 
bond  money.  Walter  was  also 
paid  to  assist  with  the  move  in 
1999,  but  department  records 
concerning  costs  were  unavail¬ 
able. 

Like  Walter,  Larry  Chew  was 
one  of  hundreds  of  independent 
contractors  hired  by  the  facilities 
department  between  July  1999 
and  March  2000  when  it  spent 
more  than  $4  million. 

According  to  department 
records.  Chew  was  paid 
$135,000  in  10  installments  of 
$15,000  or  less  to  provide  park¬ 
ing  lot  security  while  the  district 
moved  its  headquarter.  Of  that 
amount,  $74,500  came  out  of  a 
fund  identified  as  school  bond 
money. 

District  Spent  $2.5 
Million  from  School 
Bonds  for  Warehouse 

Critics  also  question  a  deci¬ 
sion  by  the  facilities  department 
to  spend  $2.5  million  from  fund 
identified  as  school  bond  money 
to  retrofit  a  warehouse  that  the 
state's  April  audit  called  “unnec¬ 
essary.” 

Although  the  $2.5  million  was 
included  in  the  bond  proposal  put 
before  voters  in  1997,  the  state 
audit  report  released  in  April 
questioned  the  need  to  ware¬ 
house  supplies  “when  current 
business  practices  provide  for 
speedy  delivery  of  supplies.” 

The  district  currently  pays 
more  than  $320,000  a  year  for  a 
staff  of  six  to  order  and  deliver 
supplies  from  the  warehouse. 

However,  Gaston  defended 
the  decision  to  spend  the  money 
because  she  said  the  district 
needs  a  place  to  store  excess  fur¬ 
niture. 

Exodus  of  Personnel  and 
Low  Morale  Plagues 
Department 

Gaston’s  departure  comes  at  a 
time  when  the  school  district  is 
already  scrambling  to  replace 
several  top  managers  at  the  de¬ 
partment  who  were  fired  or  left 
after  their  contracts  were  not  re¬ 
newed. 

Along  with  Gaston,  John 
Barber,  who  managed  a  host  of 
projects  at  the  facilities  depart¬ 
ment,  including  the  teacher  hous¬ 
ing  proposal,  left  after  Gaston 
pulled  the  plug  on  his  contract. 
Tim  Tronson,  a  $l,000-a-day 
contractor,  was  fired  by 
Superintendent  Ackerman  for 
serving  as  interim  head  of  the  fa¬ 
cilities  department  in  violation  of 
state  law.  John  Crawley,  who 
served  as  contract  administrator 
for  the  department,  has  also  left. 

Gaston  confirmed  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  suffering  from  low 
morale  and  she  hopes  the  audit 
will  help  to  clear  the  air. 

“I’m  anxious  for  the  cloud 
that  is  hanging  over  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  be  cleared  up,”  Gaston 
said.

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Controversial  UCSF  murals  were  covered  for  14  years

The  murals  by  Bernard 
Zakheim  in  Toiand  Hall  at  the 
University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  were  once  considered 
buried  treasure  -  literally. 

Zakheim,  a  Polish  artist  who 
came  to  San  Francisco  in  1920, 
had  painted  murals  for  the  Jewish 
Community  Center,  the  Alemany 
Health  Center  and  for  Coit  Tower 
when,  in  1935,  he  began  work  on 
two  frescoes  at  UCSF.  The  first, 
in  the  Health  Sciences  West  lec¬ 
ture  hall,  features  two  contrasting 
panels,  “Superstition  in 
Medicine”  and  “Rationality  in 
Medicine.”  The  second,  in 
Toiand  Hall,  is  a  10-panel  series 
depicting  “The  History  of 
Medicine  in  California.” 

Local  art  critics  responded  fa¬ 
vorably  to  the  Toiand  Hall  mu¬ 
rals  when  they  were  unveiled  in 
1939,  according  to  an  unpub¬ 
lished  manuscript  by  Art 
Historian  Masha  Zakheim  (the 
artist’s  daughter). 

Pharmacology  Professor  Dr. 
Chauncey  Leake,  who  commis¬ 
sioned  the  murals  on  behalf  of 
UCSF,  hailed  them  as  “a  great  in¬ 


tellectual  stimulus”  and  “an  ad¬ 
mirable  representation  of  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  Medicine  in 
California.” 

Dr.  J.J.  Izquierdo,  visiting  in 
1940  from  Mexico  City,  praised 


the  murals’  “tremendous  origi¬ 
nality”  and  their  capacity  to  pro¬ 
mote  a  sense  of  responsibility  in 
future  doctors.  As  the  artist’s 
daughter  tells  the  story,  however, 
the  university  had  its  detractors. 
“Some  members  of  the  medical 
community  not  so  knowledge¬ 
able  about  historical  styles  in 
European  Art  found  Zakheim’s 
style  confusing,”  she  said. 

For  example,  the  dean  of  the 
Medical  School,  Langley  Porter, 
called  the  murals  “grotesque,”  a 
sentiment  Masha  Zakheim  at¬ 
tributes  to  a  lack  of  understand¬ 
ing  for  the  German 
Expressionism  that  influenced 
the  artist.  Other  faculty  members 
complained  that  the  murals  dis¬ 
tracted  students  from  the  lectures 
and  drew  too  many  outsiders  to  a

facility  concerned  with  germs 
and  disease. 

Still,  Bernard  Zakheim  was 
shocked  to  discover,  on  a  chance 
visit  to  Toiand  Hall  in  1948, 
workmen  gluing  wallpaper  over 
the  frescoes  he  had  taken  four 
years  to  paint.  The  artist  protest¬ 
ed. 

Twenty  three  colleagues,  in¬ 
cluding  Diego  Rivera,  petitioned 
the  university  to  uncover  the  mu¬ 
rals.  Leake,  who  had  moved  to 
Texas,  argued  that  the  murals 
“were  designed  to  help  the  future 
doctors  of  California  to  appreci¬ 
ate  the  rich  Cultural  tradition  of 
their  profession”  and  avoid  the 
pitfalls  of  their  predecessors. 

However,  the  university  up¬ 
held  its  decision  and  the  frescoes 
remained  covered  for  14  years. 

“My  father  was  devastated,” 
said  Masha  Zakheim.  “The  wall¬ 
paper  was  bad  enough,  but  then 
they  applied  a  linseed-based 
paint  on  top  of  the  wallpaper  and 
the  chemicals  seeped  in  and  de¬ 
stroyed  the  surfaces.” 

When  Leake  returned  to 
UCSF  in  1962,  after  the  death  of 
the  neurosurgery  professor  who 
was  one  of  the  murals’  most  vo¬ 
cal  opponents,  “The  History  of 
Medicine”  was  uncovered. 

The  murals  were  restored  in 
1977  by  the  artist’s  son,  Nathan 
Zakheim,  who  told  his  sister  that 
50  percent  of  the  murals’  sur¬ 
faces  were  damaged. 

Chronicling  medical  technolo¬ 
gy  from  Native  American  herbal 
remedies  to  advances  in  molecu¬ 


lar  biology,  the  frescoes  in 
Toiand  Hall  have  been  provoca¬ 
tive  to  more  than  the  university 
population.  A  portrayal  of  the 
Spanish  exploitation  of  Native 
Americans  angered  local  officials 
of  the  Catholic  church.  The  sec¬ 
tion  on  San  Francisco  medicine 
features  heroes,  quacks  and  ras¬ 
cals  from  the  Gold  Rush  era. 

Dr.  Hugh  Toiand  (for  whom 
Toiand  Hall  is  named)  is  featured 
twice:  first,  on  horseback,  hoping 
to  make  his  fortune  in  the  Gold 
Country  (though  he  made  more 
money  by  dispensing  mail-order 
medications  from  his  San 
Francisco  medical  office  to  the 
miners),  and  second,  pitted 
against  Dr.  Richard  Cole  in  1856 
when  a  newspaper  editor  died  of 
a  gunshot  wound  amid  doctors’ 
disagreements  about  treatment. 
Both  were  acquitted  of  malprac¬ 
tice,  Toiand  founded  the  medical 
college  that  eventually  became 
UCSF;  he  then  recruited  Cole  as 
dean. 

The  murals  also  depict  turn- 
of-tfie-century  outbreaks  of  the 
plague  and  city  authorities’  at¬ 
tempts  to  contain  and  conceal  it. 
Other  notable  appearances  in¬ 
clude  the  aforementioned  Porter, 
after  whom  the  UCSF 
Psychiatric  Institute  is  named; 
Lucy  Wanzer,  an  early  female 
graduate  of  the  medical  school; 
and  Saxton  Pope,  a  UCSF  sur¬ 
geon  and  faculty  member  who 
befriended  Ishi,  the  Yahi  Indian 
who  lived  on  campus  from  1911 
to  1915.

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Richmond  business  recognized 
for  150  years  of  service

Just  recognized  by  The 
California  Historical  Society, 
McAvoy  O’Hara  is  celebrating 
its  150th  anniversary.  It’s  San 
Francisco’s  oldest  funeral  home 
-  and  one  of  California’s  oldest 
businesses.  Passed  down  through 
three  generations  of  family  own¬ 
ership,  it’s  still  owned  and  direct¬ 
ed  by  the  O’Hara  family. 

The  company  was  originally 
created  by  two  French  brothers, 
Beaudry  and  Beaudry.  They 
founded  the  business  in  Alameda 
as  a  stage  line  and  livery. 

It  used  to  be  that  funerals 
were  held  at  family  homes  and  it 
wasn’t  until  after  the  Civil  War 
that  embalming  became  more 
common.  Until  then,  funeral  ser¬ 
vices  would  often  occur  at  the 
home  and  the  bodies  would  then 
be  transferred  to  the  cemetery. 
Attendees  would  often  rely  on 
the  family  of  the  deceased  for 
transportation  from  the  services 
to  the  burial  and  the  family  hold¬ 
ing  the  service  would  often  em¬ 
ploy  the  services  of  a  livery  or 
stage  line  to  accomplish  this  task. 

Over  time,  liveries  began  to 
expand  their  services.  They  start¬ 
ed  to  build  caskets  and  specially 
designed  coaches  to  carry  the  de¬ 
ceased  from  the  home  to  the 
cemetery.  As  the  needs  of  con¬ 
sumers  diversified,  and  funeral 
services  became  more  complicat¬ 
ed,  many  liveries  expanded  or 
became  funeral  homes. 

Recognizing  the  changing  de¬ 
mands  of  the  industry  and  the  di¬ 
versification  of  consumer  de¬ 
mand,  the  Beaudrys  expanded 
their  business  in  1£5P  to  include, 
funeral  services. 

Eventually  separated  from  the 
stage  line  and  livery  business,  the 
funeral  service  division  of  the 
Beaudry  brothers’  operation 
joined  with  the  McAvoy  & 
McCarthy  Funeral  Company  of 


Dan  O'Hara  III  is  a  member  of  a  family  that  is  part  of  one 
of  the  longest-running  businesses  in  the  City. 


Oakland,  creating  a  new  compa¬ 
ny,  Beaudry  &  McAvoy.  In  the 
1890s  the  Beaudry  brothers  re¬ 
tired  and  the  company's  name 
changed  to  McAvoy  &  Company. 

In  1904,  Daniel  J.  O’Hara 
joined  McAvoy  &  Company  and 
the  name  soon  changed  again,  to 
its  current  name,  McAvoy 
O’Hara  Company.  His  son, 
Daniel  J.  O’Hara  Jr.,  took  over  in 
1945. 

O’Hara  Jr.  became  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Funeral 
Director’s  Association  and  creat¬ 
ed  the  price-disclosure  law  in 
California,  a  measure  designed  to 
help  consumers  -  and  a  model 
for  one  of  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission's  rules. 

Currently,  Daniel  J.  O’Hara 
III  runs  the  funeral  home,  which 
he  inherited  in  1992,  and  contin¬ 
ues  the  high  standards  set  by  his 
family.  The  business  has  benefit¬ 
ed  as  a  result. 

According  to  O’Hara,  the  fu¬ 
neral  borne  has  tripled:  its  .staff  in 
the  last  six  years,  aHcJtoifijj  (Kern 
to  provide  more  services  for 
more  families. 

The  success  of  the  McAvoy 
O’Hara  Company,  according  to 
O’Hara,  can  be  attributed  to  the 
trust  they’ve  built  with  con¬ 


sumers,  clergy  and  others  over 
the  last  century  and  a  half. 

“Either  you’re  honest  and  you 
do  what  (consumers)  want,  or 
they’re  uncomfortable,”  O’Hara 
said.  “People  are  in  grief  and 
shock  and  the  last  thing  they 
need  is  added  pressure,”  he  went 
on  to  explain. 

In  addition,  he  serves  on  sev¬ 
eral  community  and  state  boards, 
including  the  California  Funeral 
Directors  Association,  San 
Francisco  Funeral  Association, 
Mortuary  Employees  Pension 
Trust,  Mortuary  Employees 
Health  and  Welfare  Trust  and 
others. 

McAvoy  and  O’Hara’s  dedi¬ 
cation  to  honesty  and  integrity 
made  them  a  high-profile  busi¬ 
ness.  In  the  1940s,  Archbishop 
Riordan  of  San  Francisco  had  his 
funeral  services  with  O’Hara’s 
firm. 

In  the  1950s,  Archbishop 
Mitty’s  funeral  services  were 
perfyjTDciJ .  by,.MsAxay  DiHara 
Company.  m 

O’Hara  also  explained  that,  in 
addition  to  building  trust  with 
consumers,  a  company  like  his 
has  to  adapt  to  the  changing  de-

Unless  you  are  a 
baby  or  house¬ 
bound,  you  are 
aware  of  ihe  constanl 
flow  of  movement 
and  traffic  that  circu¬ 
lates  through  the 
Richmond  District 
24-hours-a-day.  You 
become  part  of  it  by  walking  or 
by  driving  in  a  car,  bus,  light-rail 
or  truck.  Fewer  of  us  jog,  or  use 
a  scooter  or  skateboard,  but  we 
take  notice  when  another  one  of 
our  citizens  falls  victim  to  this 
most  common  occurrence  -  us¬ 
ing  the  streets  to  go  about  our 
daily  business. 

Last  year  28  people  lost  their 
lives  in  the  traffic  "wars"  and  this 
year  (as  of  Dec.  20),  we  have  lost 
29  citizens. 

Unfortunately,  because  of  hu¬ 
man  mistakes,  poor  visibility  or 
recklessness  there  will  always  be 
some  fatalities  and  each  one  is  a 
tragic  loss  to  a  family,  friends, 
co-workers  and  the  community. 

The  competition  between  ve¬ 
hicles  and  human  beings  reminds 
us  we  must  do  more  to  reduce  the 
number  of  people  who  lose  their 
lives  in  traffic.  A  new  accommo¬ 
dation  among  all  forms  of  traffic, 
pedestrians  and  joggers  included, 
must  be  reached.  This  new 
awareness  of  everyone's  right  to 
safely  move  about  calls  for  a  bal¬ 
anced  community  and  human- 
centered  focus  very  different 
from  the  previous  unbalanced  fo¬ 
cus  on  insuring  the  rights  of  cars, 
trucks  and  buses  to  move  quickly 
through  the  City. 

Every  district  has  its  traffic 
problems.  We  don't  have  the  nar¬ 
row  streets  of  Chinatown  or  the

multiple  on  and  off  ramps  of 
South  of  Market,  but  we  do  have 
our  broad,  straight  streets  ending 
at  the  ocean  plus  the  routes. to  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  that  for 
many  drivers  is  an  invitation  to 
"make  time"  as  if  they  are  no 
longer  in  a  crowded  city  and  are 
not  driving  through  a  district  of 
almost  100,000  residents. 

To  change  the  cultural  atti¬ 
tudes  about  traffic  safety,  we 
need  to  approach  the  problem 
from  three  directions  -  engineer¬ 
ing  improvements,  enforcement 
of  laws  and  education. 

The  Richmond  District  is  cur¬ 
rently  seeing  major  improve¬ 
ments  in  engineering.  The  lights 
on  Geary  Boulevard  are  being  re¬ 
timed  to  increase  crossing  times 
for  pedestrians.  There  are  plans 
for  new  lights  on  Geary  at 
Fourth,  Seventh,  12th  and  19th 
Avenues.  As  well,  22nd  Avenue 
and  Fulton  Street  is  getting  a 
light  installed  and  Fourth  Avenue 
and  California  Street  is  under 
consideration  for  converting  a 
stop  sign  into  a  stoplight. 

Enforcement  receives  a  lot  of 
attention  from  the  SF  Police 
Department,  consistently  placing 
our  district  first  or  second  for  the 
most  traffic-violation  tickets  is¬ 
sued. 

Some  efforts  in  education  are 
going  on,  but  they  are  inadequate

To  address  this 
problem,  the 
Richmond 
Neighborhood 
Coalition  held  three 
meetings  in  the  last 
four  months  of  2000, 
which  brought  together 
Richmond  residents  and  special¬ 
ists  from  the  departments  of  pub¬ 
lic  health  and  parking  and  traffic 
and  the  police  department. 

From  these  meetings  10  pro¬ 
posals  emerged  that  are 
Richmond  District  oriented. 
Specific  steps  will  begin  in  2001 
to  implement  these  proposals  if 
they  have  the  support  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

The  specific  proposals  that  the 
coalition  would  like  to  submit  to 
the  community-at-large  for  dis¬ 
cussion  and/or  comment  are: 

Two  engineering-related  pro¬ 
posals  relate  to  bicycles.  Bike 
racks  on  all  Muni  buses  plus  pro¬ 
motion  to  use  them  supports  a 
greater  use  of  bikes  in  the 
Richmond.  We  have  heard  that 
all  new  buses  will  have  racks. 

The  proposals  also  advocate  for  a 
new  bike  lane  on  Cabrillo  Street 
to  complement  the  lane  on  Lake 
Street. 

Other  proposals  support  work¬ 
ing  with  the  business  communi¬ 
ties  along  the  Inner  Clement 
Street  and  Geary  Boulevard  cor¬ 
ridors  to  improve  pedestrian  use 
and  slow  traffic  through  street 
enhancements  and  visual  clues 
that  encourage  drivers  to  be 
aware  of  the  density  and  opportu¬ 
nities  for  shopping  in  these  vital 
shopping  corridors. 

Enforcement  proposals  focus 
on  supporting  the  police  in  tick¬ 
eting  red  light  and  stop  sign  run¬ 
ners.  One  proposal  asks  for 
greater  concern  about  cars  that 
are  parked  on  the  sidewalk  in 
driveways  where  the  walkway  is 
totally  blocked. 

Education  proposals  call  for 
parent/student  pedestrian  safety 
efforts  through  PTA's,  public  ser¬ 
vice  announcements  and  school 
curriculum  reform. 

We  invite  the  citizens  of  the 
Richmond  to  attend  two  commu¬ 
nity  forums  on  these  issues  that 
will  be  held  in  February.  One  fo¬ 
rum  will  be  held  at  the 
Police/Community  Forum  on 
Feb.  20,  at  7  p.m.,  at  the  district 
police  station  located  at  461 
Sixth  Ave.  The  other  forum  will 
be  held  on  a  yet-undetermined 
Saturday  morning  in  February. 
(The  date  will  be  announced  in 
the  February  Richmond  Review.) 

If  you  have  comments,  sug¬ 
gestions  or  wish  to  help  out  in 
developing  these  proposals, 
please  call  me,  the  Safety 
Network  Program  community  or¬ 
ganizer  at  RAMS,  at  668-5998, 
ext.

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Real  Estate 
recession 
in  sight? 

John  M.  Lee 


Real  Estate  in  the  year  2000 
was  just  unbelievable. 

The  year  started  up  and  it 
continued  to  sizzle  throughout. 
We  experienced  a  slight  slow 
down  toward  the  end  of  the  year 
because  of  the  decline  in  stock 
prices,  seasonality  and  the  scarci¬ 
ty  of  listings,  not  because  of  the 
lack  of  demand  or  buyer  intent  in 
purchasing  real  estate. 

What  is  in  store  for  the  year 
2001  is  anyone's  guess  right  now. 
As  we  enter  the  new  millennium, 
our  economy  is  in  a  state  of  flux. 
The  Nasdaq  stock  market,  where 
most  high-tech  stocks  are  traded, 
ended  the  year  with  a  39  percent 
decline,  the  worst  ever  recorded 
and  there  has  been  talk  of  the 
U.S.  economy  sliding  into  a  mild 
recession. 

Also,  as  George  W.  Bush 
takes  the  presidential  office,  new 
policies  and  controls  will  be  put 
in  place.  And  there  is  quite  a  bit 
of  uncertainty  about  what  he 
plans  to  do.  He  has  already  been 
talking  about  the  recession  that's 
likely  to  occur  because  of 
Clinton's  policies  of  the  past 
eight  years.  This  can  become  a 
self-fulfilling  prophecy  and  it  in¬ 
dicates  that  he  will  put  the  blame 
on  the  previous  administration 
when  the  recession  comes. 


In  the  Bay  Area, 
wc  have  experienced 
lay-offs  in  the  dot¬ 
com  industries  in  the 
year  2000. 

Thousands  of  work¬ 
ers  are  out  of  jobs, 
but  we  have  not  seen 
any  real  panic 
amongst  them  be¬ 
cause  the  economy  is  still  doing 
well  and  most  of  them  have  al¬ 
ready  benefited  from  stock  op¬ 
tions  or  high  salaries  from  their 
jobs.  They  have  the  utmost  confi¬ 
dence  that  they  will  be  able  to 
find  jobs  whenever  they  decide 
to.  This  is  in  direct  contrast  in  the 
early  1990's  when  a  whole  layer 
of  middle  management  was  laid 
off.  Those  workers  tended  to  be 
older  and  many  panicked  while 
trying  to  learn  new  job  skills  to 
find  another  job. 

The  upcoming  recession,  if 
there  is  one,  will  be  very  differ¬ 
ent  and  more  short-lived  than  the 
one  in  the  early  '90's.  Here  are 
the  differences  as  I  see  it  and 
how  I  feel  it  would  affect  real  es¬ 
tate.  Remember,  in  our  last  reces¬ 
sion  we  saw  real  estate  prices 
drop  between  20  and  30  percent 
from  1989  to  1995. 

First  of  all,  our  economy  for 
the  most  part  is  still  doing  well. 


Despite  all  the  dot-com  lay-offs, 
high-tech  companies,  with  the 
exception  of  Internet  firms,  are 
all  reporting  record  revenue  and 
earnings.  One  of  the  reasons 
stock  prices  are  down  is  that 
many  of  them  are  missing  their 
inflated  expected  revenues  and 
earnings  due  to  component  short¬ 
ages,  meaning  they  cannot  make 
enough  products  to  meet  user  de¬ 
mand.  Many  of  them  are  going 
through  an  inventory  adjustment 
period.  These  are  short-term 
problems  and  should  be  resolved 
within  the  next  two  quarters. 

Our  unemployment  numbers 
are  at  an  all-time  low,  meaning 
we  pretty  much  have  full  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  Bay  Area. 

People  who  have  been  laid  off 
are  taking  their  sweet  time  in  try¬ 
ing  to  find  a  job.  Many  of  them 
actually  got  lucrative  severance 
pay  packages  and  can  afford  to 
play  for  a  while  before  searching 


for  a  job. 

Our  interest  rates 
are  still  very  low, 
with  fixed-rate  mort¬ 
gages  below  8  per¬ 
cent.  The  Federal 
Reserve  Board  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  cut  the  in¬ 
terest  rate  at  its 
January  and  March 
meetings,  which  will  result  in 
still  lower  rates  in  2001.  People 
purchasing  real  estate  still  have  a 
substantial  amount  of  money  to 
put  down  and  with  the  expected 
lower  interest  rates,  more  pur¬ 
chasing  power. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  last 
peak  in  the  real  estate  cycle, 
many  people  were  putting  down 
only  five  to  10  percent  of  the  pur¬ 
chase  price  on  a  home.  So  when 
prices  dropped,  their  equity  got 
wiped  out  and  the  banks  fore¬ 
close  on  their  homes.  They  or  the 
banks  then  sold  the  homes  at  fire- 
sale  prices,  resulting  in  further 
price  declines.  This  time  around, 
however,  most  people  have  more 
substantial  equity  in  the  proper¬ 
ties,  so  if  a  homeowner  gets  in  fi¬ 
nancial  trouble,  he  or  she  can  al¬ 
ways  sell  the  property  and  still 
have  some  money  left. 

Also  in  the  early  '90's,  we  had 
a  net  migration  of  people  moving 


out  of  California.  A  decade  later, 
we  have  a  large  increase  of  peo¬ 
ple  coming  into  California.  All 
these  people  need  places  to  live, 
so  rents  and  real  estate  prices 
will  continue  to  go  up  in  the  long 
term. 

Because  of  all  these  reasons, 
this  recession,  if  we  have  it  at  all, 
should  be  a  mild  one  and  not  af¬ 
fect  our  real  estate  market  as 
much  as  the  one  we  had  in  the 
early  '90's. 

My  predictions  for  the  real  es¬ 
tate  market  in  2001  is  that  it  will 
be  a  good  one  and  a  more  bal¬ 
anced  one.  It  will  not  be  as  crazy 
as  the  past  three  years.  Demand 
will  still  be  strong  and  listing  in¬ 
ventory  will  still  be  low.  Prices 
will  flatten  out  somewhat,  inter¬ 
est  rates  will  decline  and  we  will 
be  returning  to  a  more  normal 
market  than  the  one  we  just  fin¬ 
ished. 

Have  a  great  2001  and  next 
month  I  will  publish  the  2000 
sales  results  in  your  neighbor¬ 
hood.  It  will  be  interesting  and 
exciting.

mographics  of  the  people  it 
serves.  He  sites  San  Francisco, 
and  his  location  specifically  (in 
the  Richmond),  as  a  perfect  ex¬ 
ample. 

“The  demographics  of  San 
Francisco  have  changed  and 
we’ve  changed  with  it,”  he  said.

When  you  call 
Sunset  Scavenger 
you  will  receive  an 
appointment  date 
within  approximate¬ 
ly  two  weeks  of  the 
date  of  your  call. 

You  are  limited  to  five  bulky 
items  for  disposal,  which  can  in¬ 
clude  broken  furniture,  old  carpel 
and  broken  household  goods  that 
do  not  fit  into  your  garbage  can. 

Besides  the  bulky  items  for 
disposal,  you  can  set  out  unlimit¬ 
ed  amounts  of  bulky  items  for  re¬ 
cycling,  including  large  metal  ap¬ 
pliances  (washers,  refrigerators, 
etc),  yard  waste  (must  be  in  pa¬ 
per  bags,  cardboard  boxes,  or 
bundled),  motor  oil  (in  a  plastic 
jug  with  a  screw-top  lid)  and 
scrap  metal,  such  as  bicycle 
frames,  pots  and  pans. 

Mattresses  and  electronic 
goods  are  currently  considered 
bulky  items  for  disposal  (so  they 
count  toward  your  five  item  lim¬ 
it),  but  the  San  Francisco 
Recycling  Program  hopes  to 
have  those  items  recycled  in  the 
near  future  as  well. 

Don’t  forget  that  curbside  re- 
cyclables  like  bottles,  cans  and 
paper,  as  well  as  concrete,  dirt, 
hazardous  waste,  tires  and 
garbage  that  fits  in  your  trash  can 
cannot  be  left  out  for  Bulky  Item 
Collection.  When  you  call  Sunset 
Scavenger  to  make  an  appoint¬ 
ment,  you  will  be  asked  what 
items  you  will  be  settirtg  out  and 
they  will  send  only  the  appropri¬ 
ate  trucks  to  your  house  for  the 
collection  of  those  materials. 

Bulky  Item  Collection  has 
made  great  strides  in  recycling 
more  materials  than  ever  before. 
In  fact,  it  is  currently  recycling 
more  than  50  percent  of  the  ma¬ 
terials  left  out  for  pickup. 

Please  remember  that  Bulky 
Item  Collection  is  meant  for 
items  that  can  no  longer  be  used 
or  repaired.  Unwanted  gifts,  ap¬ 
pliances  and  household  goods 
that  you  just  don’t  want  anymore 
should  not  be  thrown  away.  Old 
appliances,  bicycles,  books, 
clothes,  household  goods  and 
musical  instruments  can  be  do¬ 
nated,  or  even  resold.

agencies  that  specialize  in  sec¬ 
ond-hand  goods,  like  the 
Salvation  Army. 

The  San  Francisco  Recycling 
Program  has  several  resources 
that  can  help  you  find  alternative 
ways  to  put  unwanted  items  back 
to  good  use.  Doing  this  saves 
valuable  resources  and  helps 
keep  perfectly  good  items  out  of 
the  landfill.  To  find  out  more  in¬ 
formation  about  where  you  can 
take  these  items,  call  (415)  554- 
RECYcle. 

Q:  What  types  of  glass  can  I 
put  in  my  recycling  bin? 

A:  Glass  beverage  bottles  and 
food  containers  (jars)  of  all  col¬ 
ors  can  be  recycled  in  San 
Francisco’s  curbside  and  apart¬ 
ment  recycling  program.  You  do 
not  need  to  remove  the  paper  la¬ 
bels  or  wash  them  out  since  these 
materials  are  burned  off  in  the 
glass  furnace  during  the  recy¬ 
cling  process. 

However,  when  you  recycle 
glass  you  should  remember  that 
the  following  materials  are  con¬ 
taminants  to  the  glass  recycling 
process  and  should  not  be  placed 
in  the  recycling  bin:  metal  caps, 
window  glass,  light  bulbs,  ce¬ 
ramic  cups  and  plates,  heat-resis¬ 
tant  ovenware  and  drinking 
glasses.  These  items  become 
contaminants  because  they  are 
made  of  different  materials  - 
even  if  they  look  just  like  regular 
glass  -  and  will  not  melt  at  the 
same  temperature  as  bottle  glass. 

During  the  sorting  process 
glass  is  sorted  into  three  groups 
by  color:  green,  clear  and  brown. 
During  this  lime  the  unaccept¬ 
able  materials  are  usually  pulled 
out  of  the  load  by  hand  from  a 
sorting  line  or  by  a  metal  magnet. 
However,  often  there  is  so  much 
contamination  that  some  of  these 
incompatible  items  enter  the  re¬ 
cycling  process  accidentally. 

This  causes  new  containers  to  be 
formed  with  air  bubbles,  cracks 
or  deformities,  making  them  use¬ 
less. 


Glass  is  one  of  the 
easiest  materials  to  re¬ 
cycle  and  it  can  be  re¬ 
cycled  over  and  over 
again.  That  means  the 
last  bottle  you  used 
might  have  glass  that 
was  manufactured 
back  in  the  time  of  the  Gold 
Rush!  Manufacturing  glass  from 
post-consumer  glass  instead  of 
making  it  from  raw  materials 
also  saves  enormous  amounts  of 
energy.  In  California  all  glass 


bottles  and  jars  produced  are  re¬ 
quired  to  have  an  minimum  of  35 
percent  recycled  content  and  in 
San  Francisco  most  of  our  glass 
is  recycled  right  here  in  the  Bay 
Area.
